A $1 billion, multi-use de- 
velopment near the Detroit 
Metropolitan Airport, Romu- 
lus, needs only a construction 
commitment from Michigan 
Department of Transportation 
officials before ground can be 
broken on the plan, which will 
create 40,000 new jobs and $500 
million in new tax base, Romu- 
lus city officials said this week. 

Revised preliminary plans 
for the Metro/' World Centre 
were revealed to city and- state 
officials by* Florida developer 
E, Lloyd Ecclestone Jr. during 
a meeting in Romulus earlier 
this month, a state official has 
said. The project, according to 
preliminary plans, will occupy 
up to 1,000 acres of land and in- 
clude 9.2 million square feet 
of commercial and industrial 
buildings - including a major 
hotel-conference center. World 


College, office space for busi- 
ness and research, commer- 
cial area and two small lakes. 
Describing the project to be 
the plan that will make Romu- 
lus an internationally known 
word, Romulus Mayor Beverly 
Me Anally said Monday that 
city officials have been meet- 
ing with Ecclestone and his 
Birmingham-based real estate 
broker for the project, Don 
Marentelte, since 1984. Along 
with state lawmakers and city 
planning consultants McKenna 
and Associates, city officials 
have been aggressively prom- 
oting the idea of what some are 
calling the third largest de- 
velopment in terms of land size 
in the state. 

“We started working with 
them in 1984, when we were 
holding a series of economic 
development meetings/" McA- 
nally explained, “We sort of 
beat the drum about the poten- 
tial of the city. (Marentette) 


was able to capture the idea of 
what could happen here/’ 
When first proposed, the 
Metro/ World Centre - bounded 
by 1-94 on the south, Henry Ruff 
and Eeorse roads on the north, 
Wayne Road on the west and 
Merriman Ro&d on the east - 
was to include the World Col- 
lege, hi-tech industrial area, 
residential hi-rise and mini- 
mu m-story apartments, two 
major hotels, a golf course, 
telecommunications center 
and senior citizen facility and 
infirmary, the mayor said. 


However, during a meeting 
two weeks ago with Eccles- 
tone, McAnally, city officials 
and state Rep, James Rostov a 
(D-Canton Township), the golf 
course, senior citizens' center 
and residential housing were 
no! listed. Kosteva said. 

“But at this point in the de- 
velopment - and with a de- 
velopment this large - any- 
thing can change/’ Kosteva 
continued. 

Despite the optimism the 
project has created for city 
officials, the infrastructure im- 


provements needed before the 
developer will commit to build- 
ing the center have caused a 
few headaches, McAnally said. 
The headaches are caused 
mainly by a waiting game 
being played with state trans- 
portation officials, she ex* 
plained. 

Included in the developer’s 
plans, McAnally said, is an in* 
terchange off of 1-94 at Vining 
Road and an overpass at the 
same location. MDOT officials 
have already committed to 
building the overpass, but a de- 
cision on whether or not the in- 
terchange should be con* 
structed will not be made for at 
least two months. 

The two road improvements 
are critical to the project, the 
mayor said, in terms of traffic 
flow and access to the various 
buildings in the center. 

Kosteva - who met Thursday 
in Lansing with representatives 
from Johnson Johnson & Roy 


Inc. (the Ann Arbor- based land 
use planning firm contracted by 
Ecclestone), MDOT, the gov- 
ernor’s office and state Depart- 
ment of Commerce on behalf of 
the city - said the two-month 
wait is needed to complete a 
land use study. 

“The indication was that in 
two months (state transporta- 
tion officials) will be able to 
make their recommendations 
as to whether that intersection 
should be built or not/* Kosteva 
said. “Ultimately, the decision 
rests with the federal Highway 
Administration. But it is rare 
that (federal officials) don’t 
accept the state recommenda- 
tion.” 

The interchange will cost ab- 
out $9 million to be constructed, 
McAnally said, and will be 
funded by state and federal 
monies. Traditionally, Kosteva 
said, the federal government

School millage vote 


is planned

Voters ir the Romulus Com- 
munity School District will be 
asked to approve a 4.5-mill in- 
crease in the general operating 
tax levy for the schools Tues- 
day, April 19. But the same vo- 
ters won’t pay any more in tax 
dollars whether they vote 
“yes” or “no.” 

School board members 
approved the placement of two 
proposals on the ballot in April, 
following a recommendation 
from the school administra- 
tion, at their regular board 
meeting Monday. The issues 
are divided into Proposal A, a 
one-year, 4.5-mill increase in 
the general operating millage, 
and Proposal B, a three-year, 
2-mill increase in the operation 
millage, beginning in 1989. 

Dr. William Bedell, superin- 
tendent of schools, said the 
issues are only technicalities 
needed to finalize the district 
money transferring act school 
officials are trying to perform. 

In Proposal A, voters will be 
asked to approve or reject the 
one-year, 4,5-mill increase to 
defray a $L1 million budget de- 
ficit the district has accumu- 
lated during the last three 
years. However, at the same 
time, Bedell said, school offi- 
cials will approve a resolution 
calling for a one-year, 4, 5-mill 
reduction in the debt retire- 
ment millage if Proposal A is 
approved by voters. 

Two millage rates are levied 
for taxpayers in the school dis- 
trict, The general operation

‘The balancing act’ 

Taxpayers will actually pay 
no more and no less whether 
they vote "yes" or “no” on the 
two ballot proposals. However, 
school officials say, a "yes” 
vote is needed to defray a $1.1 
million deficit.

millage - currently set at 43.65 
mills - is used to fund the day* 
to-day operations of the sys- 
tem. The debt retirement mil- 
lage - currently set at 5.50 mills 
- is used to repay the borrowed 
monies needed to build new 
schools and fund other capital 
improvements. 

In addition to the millage 
levy on all taxpayers in the dis- 
trict, Romulus schools receive 
funding from the state in the 
form of state aid. From millage 
tax collections, Bedell said, the 
district generates about 14.8 
million for general operations.

Make a wish 

Illness won’t stop Romulus girl from fulfilling dreams

Dana Wasserman, of Romulus, 
wants to go to Disney World. She 
wants to ride in a semi-truck because 
it “looks neat.” She likes to bowl and 
play golf. 

Unfortunately, 11-year-old Dana 
has cystic fibrosis, an inherited, in- 
curable and life-threatening disease, 
and only has a short time to fulfill her 
lifelong dreams. 

Approximately 10 million Amer- 
icans (1 in 20) are unknowing, symp- 
tom-iess carriers of cystic fibrosis, 
With cystic fibrosis, a thick, sticky 
mucus clogs the lungs and airways, 
creating breathing difficulties, high 
susceptibility to infection and lung 
damage. The mucus may also inter- 
fere with digestion, causing maiab- 


sorbtion of food. 

Dana’s mother, Maureen Wasser- 
man, who lives in Romulus with 
Dana and her other daughter, De- 
nise, became unemployed late last 
year, was divorced in November, is 
living on alimony and child support 
and, nevertheless, wants to fulfill 
Dana’s dreams. 

“Dana was diagnosed as a baby at 
8 months old as having CF icystie fib- 
rosis). As she got older, it has really 
escalated,” Maureen said. “She isn’t 
able to go to school, and 1 am unable 
to go to work because I have to take 
care of her. But everyone is helping 
us so much.” 

Dana attended school only until the 
third grade at Merriman 
Elementary school, Romulus. But 
the school principal, Dan Murray, 
said she is very bright and sweet. 


“She is one of those children that 
grab you. She is very, very precious, 
petite and fragile,” Murray said. 
“She is a really good kid/' 

Dana’s former first-grade teacher, 
Joan Omarzu, said. “She was a very 
delightful student, and she never ex- 
pects any special treatment/’ Omar- 
zu said “She is a very mature young 
lady. The children realize she is ill, 
and they have a very good attitude 
about her.” 

Even though she is faced with a ter- 
minal illness, Dana has overcome 
her ailment by maintaining a 100 
average in bowling, by playing golf 
and by becoming an amateur artist. 
She said she would bowl in “Bowl for 
Breath/’ a bowling event for indi- 
viduals with cystic fibrosis and spon- 
sored by the Cystic Fibrosis Founda- 
tion. 


“She won prizes every year in the 
'Bowl for Breath,’ That occurred ev- 
ery year. In fact, she "was getting 
pretty darn good there for a while. 
She was even beating me/" said 
Dana’s mother. 

Even with all of the sports Dana 
participates in, she also finds time to 
play with her puppy, named Pre- 
cious, who she said “likes to cuddle” 
with her. 

But, as a result of cystic fibrosis, 
Wasserman said Dana has been un- 
able to play in sports “for about the 
last year.” She has mobility via a 
wheelchair and uses an oxygen- 
supplying unit for breathing, 

“She gets out of breath really quick 
now. It is really sad to see this happen

In November, Romulus Mayor beverly 
Me Anally was notified by the state that 
the Goddard Road office would be closed 
feb. 29. Cost-savings and fewer transac- 
tions than the Belleville branch were 
cited as reasons. Figures provided by the 
Secretary of State indicate that it cost s 
,$85,775 to operate the Romulus branch 
annually, 

ki addition to legislative efforts, more 
than 1,100 Romulus citizens voiced their 
opposition to the closing by signing peti- 
tions and sending postcards to the two 
lawmakers, Kosteva and Faust said the 
next step will be to monitor the Secretary 
of State budget as it goes through the 
appropriations process this spring.

What is a 

VITREOUS DETACHMENT? 


The vitreous is a clear gel 
that fills the inside ot the eye 
behind the lens and in front 
of the retina. Its purpose is 
to maintain the eye’s shape 
and pressure. As we grow 
older, the vitreous tends to 
change from a gel to a fluid, 
allowing dot or thread-like 
protein particles in the 
vitreous to move about 
freely. These particles are 
called floaters. This 
liquefication process may be 
accelerated in highly near- 
sighted people, and may 
occur as early as the late 
20’s or 30’S. 

As the vitreous liquefies, 
it shrinks away from the 
retina (vitreous detachment), 
usually without symptoms, 
and the process goes un- 
noticed. In some cases, 
however, the vitreous may 
pull on portions of the retina 


to which it remains tem- 
porarily attached, causing a 
sensation of intermittent 
light flashes which are most 
noticeable in the dark. 

In most cases, complete 
separation of ‘he vitreous 
from the retina takes place 
without serious conse- 
quence. However, in the 
course of separation, the 
vitreous may cause a tear, or 
hole to develop in the retina, 
which can lead to retina 
detachment. If the symp- 
toms of floaters and flashes 
are noticed, you should 
“take it easy" at home. If 
those symptoms persist, see 
your ophthalmologist to 
make sure that the retina is 
not damaged during the 
vitreo-retinal separation pro- 
cess which may take several 
weeks to several months.

I t was their first experience at 
art Hass. Rut, to these youngs- 
ters, all of the works produced 
were masterpieces.

The art 
materials were of all textures, hardnes- 
ses and styles - the perfect materials to 
teach beginning students the basics of 
sensory skills (touching and feeling). 

The developmental kindergarten prog- 
ram was organized at Cory by Gehm 
three years ago. A kindergarten teacher 
for 15 years, she said the program pro- 
vides youngsters who are able to learn 
academically with an extra year of social 
skills, which might help prevent them 
being labeled as a failure in the tradition- 
al kindergarten setting. 

*Tt is a unique program in that it gives 
the young child an additional year of 
growth - the child who is still very capable 
of learning but the social and environ- 
mental factors are impeding his ability to 
learn/ 1 Gehm said. "It gives him time to 
feel comfortable with rules and proce- 
dures so he is ready for them when he

Gehm said there are four stages of child 
development, including social, emotion- 
al, physical and cognitive. Through a pre- 
kindergarten (roundup) screening test, 
the various developmental levels of chil- 
dren are discovered by school officials. If, 
in the initial test, children are found to 
show signs of needing extra development 
skills, a more formal test is administered, 
and school officials make a recommenda- 
tion as to whether or not the child should 
participate in the developmental program, 
Gehm said 

However, the final decision remains 
with the parents. 

"I see a lot of grow th where the children 
are in an environment where they have 
successes. They’re not learning with pap- 
er and pencil in this program. They’re 
learning with hands-on activities/ 1 Gehm 
said. 

And how about their works of art? 

"They were thrilled. It was a very good 
experience/' the teacher continued, 
"With art, there is no right way or wrong 
way It is one of the successful experiences 
we are trying to produce for the students

“What this would accomplish 
would be that the anxiety of old- 
er people (would be relieved).

Grant applications are cur- 
rently being proposed for fund- 
ing for such a facility, she con- 
tinued. 

In all, the Metro /World Cen- 
tre is the greatest thing to hap- 
pen to the city during her admi- 
nistration, the mayor said. De- 
voting sometimes one-half of 
her time to the project, the de-

A Supreme Court trial was 
staged at Romulus High School 
in January, involving several 
Romulus High government stu- 
dents. 

Dr. Harry Willnus, Amer- 
ican Government teacher at 
the high school, said each of his 
five American Government 
classes participated in the Sup- 
reme Court mock trial Jan. 13, 
-with each class having a 
hypothetical court case to 
solve. 

In each of the classes, stu- 
dents performed as lawyers, 
judges and an audience. Each 
individual class had four 
lawyers, nine judges, an audi- 
ence and, for the first time in 
four years Willnus has been 
having the Supreme Court 
cases, two senior citizens, who 
were asked to participate. 

In each hypothetical case, in- 
troduced by Willnus, the state 
of Nebraska had a serious out- 
break of Aquired Immune De- 
ficiency Syndrome. As a result, 
the state government required 
each AIDS carrier to wear a 


black arm band indicating they 
were infected by the virus. 

Willnus said, in the case, 
three teenagers who com 
traded the virus did not want 
to wear the special bands, so 
they brought a lawsuit to the 
court. 

“In each class, two student 
lawyers defended Nebraska, 
saying the law was constitu- 
tional. Two other student 
lawyers defended the AIDS 
carriers, saying the law was 
unconstitutional, 1 ” Willnus 
said. 

Surprisingly, Willnus said, 
each of the classes voted 
against Nebraska and sup- 
ported the AIDS patients. Will- 
nus said the decisions for each 
individual class were 5-4, 6-3, 
7-2, 7-2 and 9-0. 

“ I think it was a very positive 
experience for the students. 
They have a better understand- 
ing of how the courts work and 
how the courts are,” Willnus 
said. “Sometimes, the students 
tended to go with their hearts 
and not their heads.” 

Organization of the cases 
took several weeks, Willnus 
mentioned. He said the study- 


ing “took some time,” and a 
few’ Supreme Court trials were 
reviewed in class to “get a feel- 
ing of the courts and how they 
work” 

“It took a little organization. 
I had to brief the senior lawyers 
and contact the senior citizens 
(eight, in all, participated) and 
work on their transportation.” 

Willnus said the senior 
citizens were w r ell received by 
the students in each class. He 
said most students commented 
that “the senior citizens really 
contributed to the atmos- 
phere.” 

To make the scene more 
realistic, Willnus said, old 
choir robes were used by each 
judge. He said it appeared 
more professional. 

He also mentioned each stu- 
dent was chosen as a lawyer 
based on credentials. 

“The lawyers had to be ver- 
bal students and very express- 
ive. Most anyone could have 
qualified.” 

The other students, or the 
“audience” as Willnus refer- 
red to them, had to write on 
paper the summary of the case, 
record any given arguments

and take the paper home to de- 
termine how they would decide 
the case. 

“If the kids can a^f it (the 


case) out, then it will benefit 
them more. It's much more 
meaningful and better,” Will- 
nus said. 


The teacher said he plans to 
do the same exercise in May 
and wants to continue the exer- 
cise in the future.

Tne district budgeted expendi- 
tures, however, are $22.9 mil- 
lion. 

Thus, the state contributes 
about $6.2 million to the district 
budget in state aid to make up 
the revenue difference. 

“Basically, our deficit was 
created not because our ex- 
penses were that far off but be- 
cause of a shortfall in revenue 
from the state,” Bedell ex- 
plained. 

In the 1987-88 school year, the 
district received $6.2 million in 
state funding. In 1986-87, the fi- 
gure was $6.7 million, and $6.2 
million in 1985-86. Next year, 
school officials are expecting 
an only 1-percent increase in 
state aid, despite staff salary 
increases of at least 3 percent 
and supply cost increases 
equal to the inflation rate. 

Romulus school officials in 
September slashed 27 full-time 
teaching positions from the dis- 
trict budget to help reduce the 
deficit and save $800,000 per 
year in salaries. However, Be- 
dell said, that was only a begin- 
ning. 

“Average teachers' salaries 
increased last year in the coun- 
ty by 6 percent. Romulus 
teachers only got 3 percent,” 
Bedell said, of the teachers' 
tentative contract, which ex- 
pires in November. “We didn't 
change programs (during the 
deficit years). We just tried to 
meet costs, negotiate con- 
tracts, and we ended up with a 
$1.1 million deficit.” 

The reduction in the debt re- 
tirement millage is possible.

Bedell continued, because of a 
$1.4 million surplus in that 
fund. During the years, the 
school official explained, the 
district levied a slightly higher 
millage levy than was needed 
to repay borrowed monies. In 
1987, the 5.50 millage rate 
generated slightly more than 
$L8 million, and about $1.8 mil- 
lion was spent to repay out- 
standing bonds. 

Thus, from $50,000 to $100,000 
remained after the bonds were 
repaid for the year -a situation 
that exists annually, creating 
the debt retirement surplus. 

“There is nothing else you 
can do with that money, except 
collect interest on it,” Bedell 
said. 

If Proposal A were approved, 
the lower debt retirement mil- 
lage school board members 
would approve would deplete 
the $1.4 million surplus, 
according to Bedell. 

Proposal B goes hand-in- 
hand with Proposal A, the su- 
perintendent said. The second 
proposal calls for a 2-mill, 
three-year increase in the 
general operating millage, be- 
ginning in 1989. Since Proposal 
A is for one year only, the cur- 
rent 43.65 millage rate would be 
restored after the one-year 
period. The 5.50-mill debt re- 
tirement levy would also be 
restored. 

Proposal B asks that the 
general operating rate be in- 
creased to 45.65 mills after 
Proposal A expires (in 1989), 
Board members also have said 
they will then reduce the debt 
retirement millage from 5,50 to 
3.5 - a 2-mill decrease in debt 
retirement equal to the 2-mill 
increase in general operations. 


Because the millage votes 
actually mean no net change in 
the total school district taxes. 
Bedell is optimistic that both 
issues will be approved. 

“Our biggest enemy before 
was apathy,” Bedell said. 

The millage vote is the first 


since 1985. Bedell said school 
officials also will “probably 
come back later this year and 
ask for a bond issue.” From $5 
to $15 million is needed to be 
borrowed by the school district 
for new' equipment and school 
renovations, Bedell explained.

funds from 70 to 90 percent of the 

bill 

But for whoever makes the 
decision, McAnally said she is 
tired of living “two months at a 
time. They have been saying 
that for three years.” 

Kosteva, however, said after 
these two months, a final deci- 
sion is expected. 

“I felt very optimistic when I 
left that meeting that the state 
would review it favorably, and 
there is a very good chance that 
they will make a positive re- 
commendation,' 1 Kosteva said. 

Once the commitment to 
build the interchange is se- 
cured, McAnally said, ground 
can be broken on the Metro/ 
World Centre “almost im- 
mediately.” Ecclestone is also 
expected to formally submit a 
site plan for the project shortly 
after the commitment from 
State officials. 

However, actual construction 
of the overpass and interchange 
will not begin until mid-1990, 
Kosteva said, and construction 
of the actual Metro/World Cen- 
tre is estimated to continue for 
about 10 to 15 years. 

In addition to the about 
$100,000 McAnally said the city 
has already spent to secure this 
&nd other current develop- 
ments, the city will have to foot 
the bill for several other infras- 
tructure improvements before 
the Metro/World Centre plan 
becomes a reality. Road wide- 
ning and resurfacing on Wick 
and Henry Ruff would be 
peeded, as would installation of 
sewers, storm drains, water 
fines and street lighting on the 
1 J)00-acre site. 

* In all, the mayor said $4,000 to 
$5,000 would be a “beginning of 
those improvements,” 

* To fund the improvements, 
city officials are eyeing the Tax 
Increment Finance Authority 
already in place in most of the 
development area, TIFA is a 
ipecially designated tax district 
in the city, in which all addition 
al tax monies generated from 
ievelopment after a set period

Jail plan stalled 

Tax hike ‘premature’ to fund prison

Currently, Wayne County 
taxpayers will not have to con- 
cern themselves with paying 
more property taxes to build a 
new jail. 

The Wayne County Com mis* 
sioners made sure of that last 
Thursday when they decided to 
return the “Cushingberry Re- 
solution” back to committee 
for further study. 

The Cushingberry resolution 
would have placed on the Nov. 3 
ballot a proposition asking 
county taxpayers to approve 
an additional 2 mills in proper- 
ty taxes for a period of 10 years 
to be exclusively used for the 
construction and operation of a 
jail and juvenile justice 
facility. 

According to county Com- 
missioner Milton Mack <D* 
Wayne), the resolution was “a 
bit premature.” 

“1 don’t think the case had 
been proven that there is a need 
to increase jail capacity 
through a millage,” Mack ex- 
plained. “That's what I believe 
the majority of the commis- 
sioners decided to return the 
resolution to committee. It was 
a bit premature to ask the tax- 
payers for a tax hike. 

“Millage should be used as a 
last resort,” Mack concluded. 

Mack said he believes the 
County Executive (Edward 


McNamara) has other ideas for 
the financing of increase jail 
capacity. 

“And I believe we should 
wait until he (McNamara) un- 
veils his plans before we take 
action.” 

The county presently oper- 
ates two jails - the “old coun- 
ty” jail located at 1231 Antoine, 
which has approximately 700 
mmates, and the newer facil- 
ity, the Andrew C Baird Deten- 
tion facility, also located in 
downtown Detroit, at 570 Clin- 
ton. Built in 1984, the new facil- 
ity can accommodate 576 in- 
mates. 

Wayne County Sheriff 
Robert Ficano has been asking 
the courts, but has not received 
approval, to triple bunk in- 
mates because the county has 
run out of room to house prison- 
ers. Multiple housing of in- 
mates is permitted by Act 251 
and 252 of the Public Acts of 
1987. 

However, when the jail faeili- 
ties have become over- 
crowded* the county is ordered 
by a court decree to release 
those prisoners whom they 
deem to be less violent and 
harmful to society. 

None of the county commis- 
sioners will disagree that there 
is a dire need for additional bed 
space. However, how to obtain 
and maintain that space is de- 
batable. 

A lawsuit filed by jail in- 


mates Michael Hams, James 
Johnson, Lawrence Plamon- 
don and others urges the court 
for assistance in securing addi- 
tional beds. The inmates argue 
that their civil rights are being 
violated by the overcrowded 
jails. 

McNamara has informed the 
inmates that “the county is not 
running a Howard Johnson s 
for them.” It presently costs 
the county $80 a day to in- 
carcerate a prisoner - or 
approximately $23,000 a year. 

The illegal drug traffic in 
Wayne County, specifically the 
“crack epidemic" in Detroit, 
has led to numerous arrests 
and convictions, resulting in 
the further demand for jail 
space, county officials point 
out. 

“Although the county has the 
ability to construct another 420 
beds,” said Mack, “it doesn't 
have the money to hire addi- 
tional staff to operate the 
facility. 

“The problem threatens to 
drive Wayne County back into 
insolvency. We are operating 
under a balanced budget which 
is as lean as can be and is being 
jeopardized by the judicial sys- 
tem - something we can't stop. 
If the court orders us to cease 
funding non-mandated prog- 
rams in order to fund the cri- 
minal justice programs, then 
there goes Hines Park and 
other recreational facilities."

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Bill would regulate state truckers

An increase in truck acci- 
dents in Michigan has caused 
state Sen. William Faust (I) 
Westland) to introduce legisla- 
tion designed to improve 
safety. 

“Truck accidents increased 
65 percent m Michigan between 
1982 and 1985/* Faust said, 
Faust and Sen, Richard Kes- 
sler (R- West Bloomfield) intro- 
duced the legislation Feb. It in 
the slate Senate, The legisla- 
tion is now being studied by the 
State Affairs and Transporta- 
tion Committee, Faust said 
there will probably be two pub 
lie hearings in March, and he 
hopes to see lawmakers take 
action by April, 

“I have followed the studies 
by various agencies, and they 
show that Michigan has a prob- 
lem in this area,” Faust said. 
“I also drive extensively, and I 
have seen what I consider 
many infractions in l ruck driv- 


ing habits.” 

Several different elements 
arc included in the legislation. 
Faust said, for the most part, 
the Iruckmg industry, Teams- 
ters and insurance agencies 
have responded favorably. 

The two most controversial 
portions of the package, 
however, are expected to he the 
requirement of a tachograph 
and the right- two-lanes rule. 

The legislation would require 
that all trucks be equipped with 
a tachograph. The devices pro- 
vide readings of speed, stops, 
starts and other information, 
Faust believes the devices 
would allow the state to have 
some control over independent 
truck drivers. 

Many truck drivers, howev- 
er, believe installation of such 
a device would be an infringe- 
ment of their personal rights. 

The second controversial 
portion of the legislation re- 
quires trucks to remain in the 
two right lanes of freeways 
having three or more lanes in 


each direction. Trucks would 
be permitted in the left land 
only to exit from the left lane or 
in emergency passing situa- 
tions, 

T he legislation also requires 
that all loose loads be covered. 
Faust cites studies which list 
spillage of materials from 
trucks as the biggest complaint 
from motorists. 

Trucks will be required to 
have 22- inch bumpers on all 
trailers and reinforced rear 
bumpers. 

Truckers would he required 
to have the owner's name and 
address printed visibly on the 
rear of the trailer. With this, 
motorists could identify truck- 
ers involved in dangerous 
situations, Faust said. 

Increase fines for civil in- 
fractions and overweight vehi- ' 
cles are also featured in the 
new bill. 

Registration would be re- 
quired for all for-hire trucking 
companies and all Michigan- 
based fleets. 


Workers, lawmakers blast wage

Restaurant owners and stale 
Sen William Faust (D- 
Westland) are confused by leg- 
islation cutting the minimum 
wage for Michigan waiters and 
waitresses. 

The minimum wage for wai- 
ters and waitresses in the state 
is currently $2.51 per hour. The 
federal minimum wage for all 
workers is $3.35 per hour. 

Restaurant owners in the 
state are permitted to pay the 
lower minimum wage because 
it is assumed that tips make up 
at least 25 percent of the em- 
ployee's wages. 

The new legislation intro- 


duced in both the state House 
and Senate would allow res- 
tauranteurs to estimate the 
earnings from tips at 40 per- 
cent instead of 25 percent. 
Senate Bill 659 would cut 
minimum wage for waiters and 
waitresses to $2.01 per hour. 

“This is an appalling signal 
to send to low-income people. 
Taking more money away 
from them,” Faust said. 

The measure was taken in an 
effort to create more jobs by 
making it appealing to employ 
more people, according to bill 
sponsors. 

Jim Gray, manager of De- 
nnys, Westland, said the idea 
was preposterous. 

“The tips are different, de- 


pending what shift you work 
on So it's not fair to estimate 
tips so high,” Gray said. 

Gray also said that in a cus- 
tomer-oriented business, man- 
agers should be more con- 
cerned with the personality 
and efficiency of the waiters 
and waitresses. 

Gray said such a measure 
might make a difference in the 
fast food industry, but the 
change will not affect them. 

Faust has criticized the mea- 
sure as being anti-worker and 
inhumane. 

Sponsors of the bill suggest 
that 60,060 new jobs would be 
created if the bill passed. 

The legislation is currently 
being studied in committee.

Women recognized as business ownership changes

Setting your own hours, 
being your own boss and mak- 
ing all of the decisions are no 
longer restricted to men. 

Many Michigan women are 
starting their own businesses 
and making the firms suc- 
cessful. 

Michigan ranks first in the 
nation in assistance to women 
business owners, according to 
a U.S, Department of Com- 
merce study. 

Nationally, three out of every 
five new business start-ups are 
woman-owned. In Michigan, 
four out of every five new 
businesses are started by 
women 

Michigan ranks in the lop 
five states for number of 
women-owned businesses 
(156,000). In 1970, women owned 
only 4.5 percent of Michigan 
businesses, in 1980, 28 percent. 
In 1985, it was 36 percent. 

Projections indicate that 
women will own 50 percent of 
all Michigan businesses by the 
year 2000, according to the U.S. 
Department of Commerce fi- 
gures. 

Locally, many new and 
established businesses are 
owned by women. 

Susan Zuckerman, co-owner 
of Leo’s Jewelry and Gifts, 
Wayne, said even though her 
family has owned the business 
for 40 years, she still must put 
in 10 times more effort to make 
it a success. 

Managing the business is 
completely different than it 
was when she worked as a sales 


clerk in the store a few years 
ago, Zuckerman said. She is a 
partner with her uncle and 
father. However, the two men 
have retired, and she now runs 
the business on her own, 

"It takes all of your time, but 
it is very rewarding/ 1 she said, 

"You have such a sense of 
accomplishment/’ she said. 

But the work can be very de- 
ni a n ding - especially f o r 
women who have a husband 
and children al home. 

"Running a business is what 
1 've always wanted to do since I 
was little. But it’s still a man’s 
world, so be prepared for 
that/ 1 Zuckerman said. 

Zuckerman offered advice 
for those who want to start a 
business. 

"Just because you’ve started 
a business, don't expect re- 
spect. It has taken me three or 
four years to get my point 
across." 

Zuckerman said a business 
woman must be professional 
and never let her guard down. 

Many organizations for 
women in business have de- 
veloped as a result of the in- 
creasing number of women on 
the job. Some in the Wayne 
County area include the 
Women’s Information Net- 
work, the Michigan Women 
Business Owners Conference, 
the Michigan Women’s Com- 
mission and the Business and 
Professional Women’s Asso- 
ciation. 

The fifth annual Michigan 
Women Business Owners Con- 
ference will be staged at the

Small business conference 
to target needs of owners

Small businessmen from 
across the state hope to get the 
attention of slate officials on 
issues important to entrep- 
reneurs. 

The Governor’s Conference 
on Small Business is scheduled 
for Feb. 25 and 26 in Lansing. 
About 200 delegates will repre- 
sent the six regions of the state 
at the conference, 

David J, Willett, publisher of 
Associated Newspapers Inc., 
Wayne and president of the 
Small Business Association of 
Michigan, plans to attend the 
conference. 

"It is sponsored by the gov- 
ernor to focus on issues we 
think will make a difference in 
the future not only of small 
business but in the health and 
wealth of the state of Michi- 
gan/ 1 Willett said. 

“Small business is the engine 
that drives the economy," he 
said. "Small business is where 
the future is." 

The conference is designed to 
identify the needs and concerns 
of small business and set the 


agenda for the future, accord- 
ing to a statement from Gov. 
Blanchard’s office. 

About 97 percent of all com- 
panies in Michigan employ less 
than 50 people, according to fi- 
gures released by the gov- 
ernor’s office. 

More than 110,000 new 
businesses have been incorpo- 
rated, and 535,000 net new jobs 
have been added to the Michi- 
gan business economy during 
the past five years, officials 
from Blanchard’s office re- 
ported, 

Willett said a large percen- 
tage of small businesses fail in 
the first five years. The confer- 
ence participants hope to come 
up with an agenda that will help 
Michigan become perceived as 
a place that’s healthy for busi- 
ness, Willett explained. 

Some of the issues to be dis- 
cussed will be unemployment 
insurance, workers’ com- 
pensation, product liability and 
creating and retaining rural 
jobs. 

The conference will also look 
at alternatives to health insur- 
ance mandates and ways to re- 
duce welfare dependency.

Casino gambling is 
poor use of Detroit 

Detroit officials are foolishly gambling with the future of all 
of southeastern Michigan when they talk about converting Bel- 
le i s i e or another part of the city into a haven for roulette tables 

and cards games. , _ .. 

The plan to turn Detroit into a replica of Las Vegas or 
Atlantic City is the "easy way out” in terms of securing econo- 
mic development and is a sure way to stunt the economic boom 
residents in the communities surrounding Detroit - including 
western Wayne County - have worked so long and so hard to 
secure. 

Sure the plans of thousands of new jobs to the city of Detroit 
sound impressive. Promoters of the casino gambling plan have 
reported that the conversion of Belle Isle into an aviary and 
habitat for gamblers would spur construction of!2 to 15 hotels 
alone. They also claim that the idea would bring thousands of 
out-of-town travelers to the city and surrounding area and 
provide a much needed economic boost to a sagging Detroit 
business economy. 

Thanks but no thanks. We would like to attract people and 
business to the area our own way and have been doing so 
successfully for many years. 

Detroit city officials need to take a closer look at the far- 
reaching ramifications the casino gambling plan would have 
on the city and surrounding area. Not only would it destroy the 
tranquility and grace of the historic Belle Isle park, but it also 
would clearly escalate the crime rate in the city, prompt a need 
for more public safety officials and correctional facilities and 
change the direction of the "Renaissance era Detroit officials 

have been so proudly touting. 

Detroit officials would be wise, we believe, to add several 
suburban representatives to Coleman \ oung s casino gamb- 
ling study commission. The suburban Detroit representatives 
need to reflect the concerns of all people in southeastern Michi- 
gan and the multiple worries about the gambling plan 

Recent published studies have shown that 62 percent of all 
people in the area oppose casino gambling - 75 percent when 
only residents living outside of Detroit are considered. That 
number is high enough, we believe, to send the message to 
Detroit lawmakers that their plan deserves input from the 
people in this area and. ultimately, a vote of the people to 
determine the fate of the idea. 

Economic development doesn’t have to mean casino gamb- 
ling. To prove that statement, we point to a $1 billion invest- 
ment in the city of Romulus recently announced, a $340 million 
auto stamping plant in the city of Wayne and scores of smaller- 
scale industrial and commercial developments in each of the 
communities we serve. Sure, lawmakers in western Wayne 
County could have easily turned to casino gambling as a source 
for the economic boom let we now enjoy. But these lawmakers 
wgre wise enough to understand the many negative ramifica- 
tions of such a plan and were also wise enough to develop 
alternative development strategies that are today viewed as 
blessings to the communities. 

We urge Detroit officials, local lawmakers and state legisla- 
tors to vehemently oppose the Detroit casino gambling plan. 
Ultimately, the plan would need approval from state lawmak- 
ers. It is, then, at the state level that the entire idea can be 
thwarted by state lawmakers voicing their opposition and re- 
fusal to support the plan. 

Detroit officials are gambling with the future of the people 
residing within and far outside of their city limits when they 
talk of casino gambling. And southeastern Michigan - includ- 
ing western Wayne County — is far too valuable an area to be 
wasted. 

State action needed 

Once again, the fate of a major development in western 
Wayne County is in the hands of a state agency. And, as in the 
past, state officials are dragging their feet. 

A commitment from the Michigan Department of Trans- 
portation to build an interchange off of 1-94 at Vining Road, 
Romulus, is needed before a Florida developer will consent to 
building his $1 billion Metro/ World Center in the city. Obvious- 
ly, the development is of huge importance to the city - namely 
in the form of the 40,000 new jobs it will create, new $500 million 
tax base to the city and international notoriety of the local land 
MDOT officials have said a decision on whether or not they 
will construct the interchange will be made in about two 

months. . 

We urge our local lawmakers. Gov. Blanchard and local 
lobbyists to apply pressure on MDOT officials to speed up the 
decision-making process. We believe the decision to provide 
improvements to the area has already been made by the de- 
veloper. Now it is the state’s turn to react.

‘Solid waste’ more important than trash 


“Most people think solid 
waste disposal moans carrying 
the trash bags out to the street 
once a week,” was a comment 
made at a recent meeting of the 
Conference of Western Wayne. 

It's a statement that could be 
credited to Canton Township 
Supervisor James Poole, since 
he probably has said the same 
thing in one way or another for 
the past several years. As 
chairman of the CWW task 
force on solid waste disposal, 
Poole has had the unglamorous 
task of trying to make people 
aware of the impending crisis 
in waste disposal. 

As the hours and days tick 
away, the crisis still looms over 
the horizon, the problems still 
exist and the only agreement 
that the public seems to have 
reached is that no one wants an 
incinerator or landfill “in my 
backyard.” 

When 1 hear the problem of 
waste disposal debated, I re- 
call a visit I made to Aunt

Dora's farm when I was a 
teenager. The farm was so far 
in the boondocks that the fami- 
ly claimed that it had to pipe 
the sunshine in.” 

The house was spick and 
span - a charming, old- 
fashioned home with starched 
curtains, lace doillies and little 
scatter rugs and runners to 
protect the polished hardwood 
floors. Inside, you could literal- 
ly “eat off the floor.” Outside, 
it was a working farm with 
livestock, acres of tobacco and 
an ample garden near the back 
of the house. 

Alter dinner, most of the food 
scraps were “recycled” to the 
chickens and pigs. But, I won- 
dered, what happens to the 


boxes, bottles and tin cans that 
were used in the preparation of 
the meal? 

I found the answ r er later in 
the week when I strolled 
around the property and spot- 
ted a deep ravine. From a dis- 
tance it was a pretty sight with 
wild flower growing around the 
rim and trees spaced along the 
edge. On closer observation, 1 
found the secret of Aunt Dora's 
solid waste disposal site - bags 
of trash and garbage had been 
tossed into the ravine. No one 
could see it from the windows 
of the house or the porch, and, 
therefore, it didn't spoil the im- 
age of cleanliness and neatness 
that Aunt Dora projected. 

It was difficult for me to com- 
prehend the dichotomy -on one 
hand the spotlessly clean house 
and on the other the garbage- 
littered ravine. Staying within 
the bounds of politeness and re- 
spect for my elders, 1 asked 


Aunt Dora about the garbage 
dump and inquired as to what 
would happen when it filled up. 

She acknowledged that the 
family disposed of its garbage 
in the nearby ravine. And, as 
for it filling up - that would nev- 
er happen, she said. When the 
spring rains come, the ravine 
fills up with runoff water from 
the hills and the garbage is all 
washed away.... 

For years we have disposed 
of our wastes with as little re- 
gard for what happens “down- 
stream” as Aunt Dora had. 
Now, it is coming back to haunt 
us. We can no longer bring our 
trash bags out to the curb and 
forget about them. We are 
going to have to do some long- 
range planning and be willing 
to pay the cost to effectively 
solve our solid waste disposal 
problems. They will not all 
wash away with the spring 
rains.

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Poppyseeds 
are like 
paradise 



The first time anyone ever 
suggested that poppy seed cake 
would make the taste buds sit 
up and beg for more, the idea 
was met with hoots of derision 
from yours truly and a stead- 
fast refusal to even taste such a 
ridiculous concoction Boy, 
how times have changed. 

Poppy seed cake is now one 
of my favorite dessert items, 
but I admit, in pursuing the 
ultimate in cake recipes, I have 
one for this treat that puts ev- 
erything else just this side of 
cardboard. This is truly a 
wonderful cake. It is compli- 
cated and somewhat trouble- 
some, but the results are more 
than worth the effort. 

This cake is made solely with 
egg whites, so the starkness of 
the cake creates a striking con- 
trast to the blue-black poppy 
seeds. The cake should be well 
wrapped when refrigerated to 
retain moisture. 


POPPY SEED TANTE CAKE 

1 vanilla bean 
2/3 cup milk 

23 cup poppy seeds 
t 23 cup cake flour {not all- 
purpose Hour) 

2 teaspoons baking powder 
1/2 teaspoon salt 

11/2 sticks (6 ounces) un- 
satted butter, softened 
11/4 superfine sugar 

4 egg whites {at room temper- 

ature) 

Slit the vanilla bean lengthwise 
and cut off the tips. In a small 
saucepan, scald the milk with the 
vanilla bean. In a small bowl t 
combine the scalded milk, vanil- 
la bean and poppy seeds. Let cool 
to room temperature and scrape 
the inside of the vanilla bean into 
the milk mixture and discard the 
pod. Preheat oven to 325 de- 
grees. Butter a 9-inch round cake 
pan. Sift together the flour, bak- 
ing powder and salt into a 
medium-sized bowl. In a large 
mixing bowl, beat the butter on 
high speed until light and fluffy. 
Gradually add 1 cup of the sugar 
and continue to beat until very 
light and creamy, about 5 mi- 
nutes. Sift in one- third of the flour 
mixture. Stir to combine. Beat in 
half of the milk-poppy seed mix- 
ture. Repeat two more times with 
the remaining dry ingredients 
and milk. In a medium bowl, 
beat the egg whites on medium 
speed until frothy. Add a pinch of 
salt and continue beating until 
soft peaks form, about 2 minutes. 
Beat in the remaining 1/4 cup 
sugar, one teaspoon at a time, in- 
creasing the speed to high, before 
adding the last two teaspoons. 
Beat until the meringue is stiff 
and shiny, about 1 minute. Fold 
1/4 of the meringue into the cake 
batter. Fold in the remaining 
meringue. 

Scrape the batter into the 
prepared pan and bake for 50 to 
55 minutes, or until a tester in- 
serted into the center comes 
out clean. Let cool in the pan on 
a rack for U) minutes. Remove 
the cake from the pan and let 
cool, right side up, on the rack- 

, Using a serrated knife, trim 
off the crusty top of the cake. 
Slice the cake horizontally into 
three even layers. Set aside the 
middle layer to use as the top. 

Place the bottom layer on the 
inverted cake pan. Spread 3/4 
cup of cream cheese icing (re- 
cipe follows) over the bottom 
cake layer. Repeat with the 
second layer. Top the cake with 
the middle layer. Frost the 
sides of the cake with a thin 
layer of icing. Refrigerate for 

10 minutes, then refrost the 
sides with enough icing to cov- 
er completely.

Vocational-education students learn

Born in Wayne, Murphy, 26, 
grew up in North ville. He 
said he wanted to be a chef 
since he was in eighth grade.

Murphy specializes in wed- 
ding cakes and makes them 
in addition to working at Cafe 
Bon Homme. 

“I get a lot of comments 
from people telling me my 
cakes are good/ 1 he said. 

He’ also enjoys cooking 
game. His favorites include 
venison, elk and pheasant. 

“I like the flavor because 
it's different, 1 ' he explained. 

A few of his favorite re- 
cipes have been provided 
below . 


ANNA POTATOES 

3 pounds baking potatoes 

1 pound butter 

Peel potatoes and carve into 
cylinder shapes. Slice the pota- 
toes very thin. Use a sheer if 
possible. 

Butter bottom of a pan and lay 
potatoes thinly in a 12-by-9-inch 
pan. Brush with butter and add 
another layer of potatoes. Repeat 
process until all potatoes are 
used. Bake at 350 degrees for 30 
minutes. 


VANILLA CHIFFON CAKE 

18 ounces cake flour 
* 22 ounces granulated sugar 

11/4 ounces baking powder 

1/2 ounce salt 

1 cup egg yolks 

1 5/8 cups water 

1 1/8 cups salad oil 

1 tablespoon vanilla 

11/2 teaspoon almond extract 

2 1/4 cups egg whites 

2 teaspoons cream of tartar 

Weigh the cake flour, sugar, 
baking powder and sail to ensure 
accuracy. 

Place liquid ingredients in a 
large bowl and mix well with a 
wire whip. Add dry ingredients to 
this mixture and quickly mix 
together until very smooth 

Whip egg whites and cream of 
tartar until they are stiff but not 
dry. 


Fold in egg white mixture to 
the rest of recipe - but do not whip 
or fold too long. 

Place in baking pans and bake 
at 350 degrees for 25 minutes. 

Note: For chocolate chiffon 
cake , add 1/2 cup cocoa to dry 
ingredients and 3 ounces of 
water. 


PAS TRY CREAM 

Serve with chiffon cake. 

3 12 quarts milk 

1 1/2 pounds granulated sugar 

1 1 12 teaspoon salt 

1 ounce gelatin 

4 ounces margarine 

2 cups milk 

6 ounces cornstarch 

1 cup egg yolks 

1 tablespoon vanilla 

Bring milk, sugar, salt, gela- 
tin and margarine to a boil, 
stirring at all times. Dissolve 2 
cups milk and cornstarch in a 
round, stainless steel bowl. 

Add egg yolks and vanilla to 
the cornstarch mixture. Then 
add tills mixture to the boiling 
mixture and bring to boil again. 
Simmer 2 minutes.

This can be used in preparing 
game.

Medical research shows thaL people 
who don't exercise are at an increased 
risk for heart attack. 

Cigarette smoking, high blood 
pressure, high cholesterol, marked 
overweight, and a family history of 
hear! attacks at young ages tremendously 
compound the risk of having a heart 
attack or of sudden death. 

Although we can't change our heredity, 
we can stop smoking, treat high blood 
pressure, lose weight, lower cholesterol, 
and get off our seats and exercise. 

By exercising, we not only reduce our 
risk of heart attacks, but we can 
favorably influence cholesterol levels and 
blood pressure without the use of pills. 

ARE YOU RE ADY TO EXERCISE? 

If you’re over 35 years old, a medical 
examination by your doctor, w hi eh may 
include a stress test, should be the first 
step. Even persons with heart disease 
can and should exercise. However, it's 
recommended that they proceed with 
greater caution and closer monitoring 
by their doctor. 

Begin with a warm-up phase 
including stretching and bending. Then,

to improve your physical fitness and 
heart functioning, a minimum of 
continuous activity for 20 minutes at 
least three times a week is needed. 


MAKE IT FI N 

Choose an activity that's enjoyable. It 
doesn't have to be a marathon. In fact, 
just vigorous walking has been found to 
lower the number of heart attacks. 

“Mall walking 1 ' in large, enclosed 
shopping centers is very popular, 
especially among older adults. 

Jogging, running, bicycling, rowing, 
cross-country skiing, and swimming are 
other excellent forms of heart smart 
exercises. 

For those w ho need more competition 
to maintain interest, racquetball, tennis, 
and squash {singles only) are good choices. 

COOL DOWN SLOWLY 

After the vigorous workout, a cool- 
down period of at least five minutes is 
vital. It will keep your heart from 
overrating, which can be dangerous, 

A workout should not be performed 
sooner than one hour aFter a meal, and 
ii is wise to avoid exercising in extreme 
temperatures, either hot or cold,

Super spoilers 

Belleville buries defending champ

“Super spoilers”* A name that Belleville High earned Friday 
night after Coach Michael Garland's Tigers knocked off defend- 
ing Wolverine *A' Conference basketball champs, Wayne Memo- 
rial, before the Tiger home crowd. 

“This has to be my biggest victory of the year,” said Garland 
after his club put the champs away 74-48. It was Belleville's sixth 
conference victory in 11 starts. It was also Wayne’s second con- 
ference loss and the Zebras' ticket out of first place, vacated for 
Monroe. 

“We usually play a darn good defense/’ Garland continued,
